Numismatic Guaranty Corporation® (NGC®) graded its 30 millionth coin this week 
and is the first third-party coin grading service to reach this important milestone. 

There has been extraordinary demand for NGC certification in world markets — 
as well as strong growth domestically. Over the last four years, NGC graded more 
than 10 million coins, and in the process, became the first certification service to 
break the 20- and 25-million-coins-graded barriers. 

"This has been an unprecedented period of growth for NGC certification, and we 
are honored to be the world's largest and most trusted third-party coin grading 
service," said NGC Chairman Mark Salzberg. "The number of coins a certification 
service has graded is a key indicator of market acceptance, which is something 
every collector and dealer looks at when they sell a coin." 

NGC is rapidly expanding internationally as more collectors and dealers around 
the world choose NGC to authenticate, grade and encapsulate their coins.

The newly NGC-certified 1838 Gobrecht hub reduction represents a transitional 
state between sculpted model and finished hub. 

This square piece came to NGC in a most unusual manner. NGC grader John 
Schuch was an instructor at last year’s American Numismatic Association 
Summer Seminar, and among his students was Alexandrea Zieman. She told 
John that her father, John Zieman, Jr., owned an unidentified brass plate bearing 
an eagle that they believed to be of US Mint origin. Alexandrea asked John to 
meet with her and her father at the Summer Fun Convention in Orlando just a few 
weeks later, and it was then that the item was submitted to NGC for authentication 
and grading.

All that was known initially about the brass trial is that within its square was a hub 
image of silver dollar size depicting a Gobrecht eagle not known to have been 
used with any dollar patterns. This same device, however, had been reduced to 







half dollar size for use on silver and copper half dollar patterns dated 1838. These 
are varieties Judd-80 and -81, respectively. That die marriage combined the 
Seated Liberty No Drapery figure adopted for circulation the following year with a 
defiant eagle soaring upward, grasping a bundle of arrows in one claw and an 
olive branch in the other. This eagle die was not used with any other pattern 
strikings, and it is not known for any denomination other than the half dollar. 

To determine the authenticity of this unusual piece NGC sought out the most 
extensive collection of Gobrecht sketches and trial strikes—that held by the 
Smithsonian Institution’s National Numismatic Collection. There, coin dealer, 
researcher and NGC consultant Jeff Garrett took photos of a hub trial and a die 
trial, both in brass, of the same eagle device. The only difference in design from 
the new specimen is that both of the Smithsonian’s trials had been reduced to half 
dollar size and were thus associated with the two known patterns, Judd-80 and 
-81. There were no dollar size impressions of this eagle device. The Smithsonian 
pieces are illustrated in Elvira Clain-Stefanelli’s article “From the Drawing Board of 
a Coin-Engraver: Sketches by Christian Gobrecht for the Coinage of 1836-1839,” 
published in the American Numismatic Association Anthology in 1991. Also seen 
in this article are extremely similar sketches in Gobrecht’s hand of this eagle 
image, which was designed by artist Titian Peale. 

The most significant difference between these trial impressions and the specimen 
recently certified by NGC is that the latter is not die struck. Instead, it is a roughly 
cut hub reduction made in brass from Gobrecht’s sculpted model. The circular 
lathe lines are present throughout the fields of both the square plate and the 
dollar-size disc within it featuring the eagle device. These would have been tooled 
away by Gobrecht on the actual steel hub before any impressions were made 
from it. Thus, the newly-certified piece represents a transitional state between 
sculpted model and finished hub. Its reverse is plain and shows only some rough 
lines surrounding a center indent made to secure the plate within the lathe.

Owner John Zieman, Jr. provided NGC with some background on how he came to 
obtain this hub reduction: 

“In May 2012 a local picker/estate liquidator bought out an estate in Homosassa, 
FI. The home owner is believed to be 7th generation Patterson. The people who 
inherited it sold all contents to this picker. My good friend and a long time picker 
had an idea of what was there. He also heard lots of stuff already was thrown 
away before he bought it. After buying the items he knew Alexandrea and I collect 
coins, early American items, mint items, etc. so he brought them to me. I made 
several deals to buy a majority of the items he got. I received items starting in late 
2012 through present. Our goal (Alex and me) is to keep these items together and 
let others see and learn from them.” 

Indeed, this item is accompanied by an extensive assortment of objects and 
documents obviously from the estate of Robert M. Patterson, Director of the Mint 
from 1835 to 1851. These include an engraved portrait believed to be that of Mr. 
Patterson’s father and the copper plate from which it was taken, a ring and 
several honorary certificates. Perhaps of most interest to numismatists is a letter 
from Chief Coiner Adam Eckfeldt to R. M. Patterson dated September 1, 1829 
and reading as follows: 

“The present private opportunity enables me to comply with my first intention of 
asking your acceptance of two specimens of the smallest coin of the United 
States. 

“The issue having been made on the 4th of July 1829, it being the first of a new 
design, there having been very few struck on this day, are circumstances which 
together with our long acquaintance, friendly enter change [sic] of good feeling & 
interesting civilities form strong inducements to the affectionate.” 

At the time of this presentation, Patterson was still six years away from being 
employed with the Mint, though he was no stranger to the institution. His father, 
Robert Patterson, had been Mint Director from 1806 until his death in 1824. The 
elder Patterson’s successor was Samuel Moore (1824-35), who also happened to 
be the younger Patterson’s brother-in-law. The US Mint was very much a family 
business during its first century. 

NGC has certified the newly-discovered hub reduction as NGC MS 65. Its 
composition is 64.5% copper and 34.7% zinc, with a few trace elements. The 
weight of this specimen is 74.1 grams. It measures 51mm across its flats, and the 
disc portion has the normal 38.1 mm diameter of a silver dollar. 
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NGC Encapsulates National 
Numismatic Collection

The Smithsonian Institution has again enlisted NGC to preserve the National 
Numismatic Collection. NGC previously encapsulated the collection's top 200 US 
coins, and has now been commissioned to encapsulate 100 international coins. 

The Smithsonian’s National Museum of American History today announced the 
completion of a second project to increase the long-term preservation of the 
National Numismatic Collection housed at the museum through protective coin 
holders. The 100 coins recently encapsulated are some of the rarest and most 
important world coins in the museum’s collection. The encapsulation allows 
greater access to coins while ensuring their protection. 

The project is a collaboration between the museum and Numismatic Guaranty 
Corporation, which started with a pilot project in 2008 to encapsulate 200 of the 
most prized coins in the museum’s American coin collection. NGC donated their 
services and provided the materials necessary to rehouse the coins. 




“These coins are popular for scholarly study, 
and now they can be handled safely through 
the generosity of NGC,” said John Gray, 
director of the museum. “We are pleased to 
be able to provide protection for our objects 
while at the same time extending access to 
the research community.” 

“NGC is privileged to work with the museum 
to help alleviate a collections management 
challenge,” said Mark Salzberg, chairman of 
NGC. “We are honored to make the full 
breadth of our expertise and our services 
available to the NNC and the greater 
numismatic community.” 

Encapsulating world coinage is challenging because the size of each object varies 
greatly. Oversized holders were customized to larger objects and new EdgeView 
technology makes it possible to see the coin edge. The EdgeView holder is made 
of inert mold-injected resin and the label, identifying the coin in it, is printed on 
acid-free paper. The standard NGC holder is roughly 60 mm wide by 85 mm tall. It 
can accommodate coins up to 45 mm in diameter and nearly 5 mm thick. The 
NGC Oversize Holder can accommodate coins up to 120 mm in diameter and 15 
mm thick. Coins are placed in pre-molded cores that are semi-rigid which are then 
encapsulated in a clear outer shell. The museum holders are not permanently 
sealed to allow access to museum staff and researchers. 
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The more than 100 world coins represent all 
six inhabited continents and nearly 500 years 
of history. The group boasts a number of 
priceless rarities, including a Poland 1621 
Gold 100 Ducat that weighs nearly one troy 
pound and is one of just a few examples 
known. This incredible rarity was 
encapsulated in the NGC Oversize Holder 
designed for large-format coins and medals. 
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A number of other important gold pieces in 
the Smithsonian collection were 
encapsulated by NGC. An Australia 1857 
Proof Gold Sovereign is one of only three 

examples known, while a Mexico 1916 Oaxaca Gold 60 Pesos is one of a handful 















of survivors from an original mintage of 21 pieces. 


Several Asian rarities were also among the highlights. A Korea 1906 Gold 20 Won 
is one of only a few known examples of this issue, struck in a Japanese style 
shortly before Korea was officially annexed by Japan. A rare pattern China 1906 
Gold Tael, minted for a proposed gold coinage, is another significant rarity. 

A Russia 1840 Platinum 12 Rubles is the rarest issue in this short-lived odd- 
denomination series. Unique or nearly so, it is one of the highlights of the 
Smithsonian collection. 

Traditionally, coins in museum collections are stored in open trays. However, they 
may be dropped or damaged when they are examined and handled. The exposed 
coins also may collect dust, fingerprints and other contaminants. Placing the coins 
in these protective holders allows researchers to view and handle them safely. 

Before the 2008 pilot project, the 
Smithsonian conducted rigorous materials 
analysis and testing to establish the long¬ 
term safety of all of the components used in 
the manufacture of the holders. Results 
indicate that the holders will remain inert and 
stable for decades into the future. 

Numismatic Guaranty Corporation grades 
and authenticates rare coins, tokens and 
medals.

NGC Ancients: Dimitriadis 
Collection of Roman Gold Coins

The NGC-certified Dimitriadis Collection features some extremely rare Roman 
gold coins, including several finest known examples struck circa 100 B.C.-500 
A.D. 

SARASOTA, Fla. (March 12, 2014) — Numismatic Guaranty Corporation® 
(NGC®) has graded more than 200 Roman gold coins from the superb collection 
of Andre Constantine Dimitriadis. Assembled over a period of more than 20 years, 
the Dimitriadis Collection includes a number of extremely rare and finest known 
examples of Roman gold coins struck circa 100 BC to 500 AD. 

In April Heritage Auctions will offer the Dimitriadis Collection, which is considered 
to be the most impressive assemblage of Roman gold coins to be sold in the 
United States in recent memory. Many of the coins were purchased from the most 
important sales of the last two decades, including the collections of Herbert Hunt, 
Neil Philips, Gordon McLendon, and Anton Dreesmann. In his book The Roman 
Aurei, Xavier Calico used many of the Dimitriadis coins to illustrate their type. 

According to David Vagi, Director of NGC Ancients, “The Dimitriadis Collection 
includes a number of museum-quality specimens that are virtually never available 
in the marketplace. This collection is undoubtedly one of the most significant 
assemblages of Roman gold pieces and NGC is honored to have been chosen to 
grade these coins.” 

The selection of NGC to grade the Dimitriadis Collection is a reflection of the 
growing demand from collectors and dealers for NGC-graded ancient coins. 

“NGC grading of ancients opens the market to new buyers, especially those 
looking for quality,” says Cristiano Bierrenbach, Executive Vice President for 
International Numismatics at Heritage Auctions. “It also adds tremendous value to 




the coins by having a third party opinion on the grade and additional expertise.” 

Several extraordinarily rare and well preserved specimens highlight the collection. 
A gold aureus of Marc Antony, struck 43-41 BC, is graded NGC XF 5/5 - 3/5 and 
is one of the finest examples of this very rare type. 

A Maximian gold aureus struck AD 286-305 is graded NGC MS 5/5 - 4/5 and 
likely the finest known example of this rare issue. Another important rare and high 
grade gold aureus in the Dimitriadis Collection features Caracalla and was struck 
AD 198-217. This important piece, which features a youthful military bust of the 
famed emperor Caracalla, is graded NGC Choice MS 5/5 - 5/5, Fine Style. 

“Because of the quality of the coins in the Dimitriadis Collection, we wanted to use 
NGC to grade them,” says David Michaels, Heritage Auctions Director of Ancient 
Coins. “Having a third-party option on the coins will broaden their appeal...we are 
certain that third-party grading for ancients is paramount to the continued growth 
of the ancient coins market.” 

Other significant coins in the Dimitriadis Collection include a Severus Alexander 
gold aureus struck AD 222-235 and graded NGC AU 4/5 - 4/5, a gold aureus of 
Galba (AD 68-69) graded NGC Choice VF 5/5 - 4/5, Fine Style, and an attractive 
Caracalla gold aureus (AD 198-217) graded NGC AU 5/5 - 3/5.Heritage Auctions 
will sell the Dimitriadis Collection in April at the Chicago International Coin Fair.

Counterfeit Detection: 1872 
Seated Liberty Dollar 

Posted on 4/15/2014 


Rough texture and minuscule raised dots within the recesses are clues that this 
1872 Seated Liberty Dollar is a counterfeit. 

The 1872 Seated Liberty Dollar had the highest mintage of any coin in the series 
with just over 1.1 million pieces struck. Most appear to have reached circulation 
and while low grade examples are fairly common, higher grade specimens are 
quite elusive. 

According to the NGC US Coin Price Guide, an NGC AU 50 example trades for 
nearly $1,000. Low Mint State examples can easily sell for several thousand 
dollars and Gem pieces are virtually impossible to find. 

Counterfeit 1872 dollars are not seen regularly, but NGC graders did identify one 
such fake several months ago. This piece is about average quality and almost 
certainly imported from China in the last decade. 

Overall, the design details appear softer than normal, particularly on the reverse. 
More specifically, the eagle and legends have a rough texture with minuscule 
raised dots within the recesses. There are also a few thin raised lines on the 
reverse. For example, raised lines can be found between the "I" and "N" of IN and 
above the "O" in GOD.

Raised dots, lumps and lines are virtually never seen on genuine pieces but are 
frequently encountered on forgeries. As a result, counterfeiters will often attempt 
to disguise these diagnostics and this specimen has been purposely abraded. In 
addition to obscuring raised dots and lines, the abrasions have the added effect of 
making the coin appear circulated. Many numismatists automatically assume that 
a circulated coin cannot be fake. 

Despite the counterfeiter’s efforts, this coin appears rather dissimilar to any 
legitimate examples. NGC graders look at hundreds of authentic coins every day, 
which makes it significantly easier to spot a coin that does not look right. 
Undoubtedly the best way to learn how to spot counterfeiters is to look at as many 
genuine coins as possible.

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USA Coin Album: Top 10 Things 
to Look for at a Coin Show - 
Revisited

A little over 20 years ago, my column in The Numismatist took a whimsical look at 
10 sights most likely to be witnessed at a typical midsize or large coin show — but 
the hobby has changed quite a bit since that time. I thought it would be interesting 
to see how much of what I wrote then is still relevant, so let’s go to the coin show 


Then, as now, everyone’s favorite topic was grading. 

Number 10 on my list was “Ridiculously over-graded 
coins.” In 1992 the ratio of raw to certified coins was 
much higher than it is now. The percentage of 
uncertified coins that are over-graded is seemingly 
even higher than it was then, perhaps because what 
are left in the raw arena are mostly those coins that 
would never be numerically graded by the major 
services. I summed it up back then by saying: “It would 
be fascinating to learn how many persons acquire such 
coins knowing they are vastly over-graded versus the 
number who simply let the price do their grading for them.” 

Number 9: “Greysheets, Red Books, eyeglasses and other paraphernalia left at 
dealers’ tables.” Aside from the addition of cell phones, I would say that nothing 
has changed in this area. I’ve yet to see anyone leave their teeth behind, but it’s 
just a matter of time. In 1992 I was still debating whether to begin suspending my 
loupe, since I had a tendency to lose it every few months. Now it hangs from my 
neck on a lanyard. Lesson learned. 

Number 8: “Slabs not being broken open with hammers.” From 1986 through 









1990 it was hard to have a conversation over the sound of encapsulated coins 
being beaten into submission against the concrete bourse floor. Every dealer 
worth his salt carried a hammer on his hip like a six-shooter in the Old West. This 
lasted until someone who had taken metal shop in high school revealed that there 
existed pliers and snips that did the job much more cleanly and with far less 
racket. By that time, of course, the superheated coin market of the late 1980s was 
but a memory, and the lack of hammering only revealed how deathly quiet the 
bourse floor had become by 1992. 

Number 7: “Overpriced food concessions.” Back then I mused, “How is it that two 
years of recession have had no effect whatsoever on the price of hot dogs?” Oh, 
how I long for those prices of 1992, when nowadays a coin show hot dog is 
edging toward the double digits. 

Number 6: “Finding the coin you want the most after you’ve spent all your money 
on something else.” I labeled this phenomenon “Mehl’s Law,” after the famed 
Texas coin dealer who seemed to have something for everyone. This problem is 
ageless, and nearly every collector has known such pain. I wonder whether it 
happened to the recent buyer of that $10 million coin which made such a splash. 

Number 5: “Lots of pizza.” I love pizza but, alas, pizza does not love coins. 
Nevertheless, it doesn’t stop collectors and dealers at coin shows from purchasing 
an overpriced slice (see Number 7). What has changed since 1992 is that very 
few show managers will permit pizzas to be delivered to one’s table from outside 
the show venue or let you carry in your own. If you try, I recommend holding the 
box lovingly in both arms wrapped within a fuzzy blanket, pink for girls and blue 
for boys. 

Number 4: “Baseball cards.” Flashback 20 years to when sports collectibles in 
general, and baseball cards in particular, were a very hot area of collecting and 
investing. So much so that many coin shows combined the two fields to the extent 
that the card section threatened to overwhelm the coin area of the bourse. Cards 
remain popular, but the speculative mania is gone. 

Number 3: “Whitman coin folders.” This is a sight that has changed little in 20 
years. Brands other than Whitman were scarce back then, most having dropped 
out in the late 1960s, but a new golden period of coin folders and albums 
blossomed when the 50 States Quarter program debuted in 1999. Now there are 
several competing brands well represented at supply dealers’ tables, and this can 
only be good for the hobby’s future. 


Number 2: “Bored spouses and offspring.” While women have made significant 



strides in numismatics over the past 20 years, the typical coin show is still mostly 
a man cave. The familiar sight of a bored wife or child of a coin dealer reading a 
paperback book has since been replaced by the sight of a bored wife or child 
playing with a laptop computer or smart phone, but the story is largely the same. 
The ordeal of supporting an activity that is of interest only to the loved one has not 
lessened with the passage of time. 

Number 1: “Frustrated collectors buying duplicates.” What do you do when you 
love a particular coin series but have already finished it? You start a second set, of 
course, this one in a different grade range. Variety collectors who can’t afford 
those Rarity-6 and -7 pieces may resort to collecting die states of the more 
common varieties through a combination of fanaticism and frustration. To anyone 
but a numismatist such behavior is indicative of OCB (obsessive-compulsive 
disorder) and merits medical attention, but you and I know what it’s about, don’t 
we?

Repeating contact marks are a clue that this China East Hopei 1937 Chiao is 
counterfeit. 


As more people become cautious of expensive Chinese coins, some 
counterfeiters have moved to cheaper, more readily available coins to fake. One 
such coin is the China East Hopei 1937 Chiao which is a new high quality 
counterfeit.

The coinage of Chinese East Hopei is usually available in the market and can be 
found in better grades with Chiao pieces grading as high as MS 66 by NGC. The 
Chiao has a catalog value in the World Coin Price Guide on the NGC website of 
$85 in "Uncirculated" but it can fetch hundreds of dollars in higher grades. 
Recently counterfeits of this coin have started to appear.

These counterfeits are made by the transfer die method which means the design 
is correct, but contact marks from the host coin will also transfer to every forgery. 
This piece has several such issues. On the pagoda side there are repeating 
contact marks and a flaw in the field to the right of the pagoda. Repeating contact 
marks also appear next to the “2” character and the character at the end of the 
bottom legend. On the grain side of the coin there is a repeating contact mark 
under the center leaf of the left grain stock. While most examples of this 
counterfeit purport to be in uncirculated condition, several artificially darkened and 
worn examples have been seen.

With counterfeits such as this coin, large quantities are likely produced and 
released into the market. While few have made it to NGC it is very likely that these 
counterfeits will continue to plague the market for years to come. Buyers should 
always remember to look closely at every uncertified coin, even if it is relatively 
low value. 
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From the NGC Archives: 1863 
Silver 3-cent Piece

Following its introduction in 1851, the silver three-cent piece underwent 
modifications in 1854 and again in 1859. 

Thereafter, its design remained the same. All three subtypes were created by the 
US Mint's longtime chief engraver, James Barton Longacre. 



The silver three-cent piece was among the many US coins which ceased to 
circulate in most of the nation following the issuance of greenback currency. Like 
the half dime, its fate was sealed, and this type was terminated in 1873. While 
21,000 non-proofs were coined in 1863, nearly all were withheld from release and 
melted a decade later. This gem is one of the very scarce survivors. Though 
characteristically somewhat prooflike in appearance, this splendid piece has 
enough frosty luster to distinguish it from the more common proof strikings.

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Chinese Coins: Panda Medals or 
Panda Coins?

The China Mint insists that Pandas are coins, and most collectors accept that — 
but the acknowledgement is not universal. 

“Is this a coin or a medal?” is a common question. The answer usually depends 
upon whether there’s a face value. A coin has one while a medal doesn’t. But 
there are exceptions. For instance, what to make of the 1982 Pandas? They lack 
denominations but most people consider them coins. 

Way back in 1980-81 the China Mint wanted to issue a new bullion coin. They 
chose the Panda for the coin’s theme and considered many different designs. 
These patterns had denominations. In the end the denomination was dropped to 
better compete with the South African Krugerrand, the world’s most popular gold 
coin at the time. 

People immediately asked, “Are Pandas medals or coins?” The China Mint insists 
that Pandas are coins and most collectors accept that but the acknowledgement 
is not universal. Some catalogues still classify the 1982 Pandas as medals. In 
1983 the Mint started to include denominations on the coins to prevent any further 
controversy. 

From 1984 through 1997 the China Mint minted both Panda coins and Panda 
medals. Each medal had a its own individual design that differed from that year’s 
Panda coins. The very first was a 1 oz. sterling silver piece minted for the 1984 
Hong Kong International Coin Exposition. Just 1,000 were released and they have 
become very sought after items. 

By the mid-nineties change was afoot. The Mint-sponsored medal program had 
been reduced to two per year and a new style of commemorative Panda coin 
emerged. At the 1995 Beijing Coin Expo a special 10 Yuan silver Panda coin was 




released. The reverse, or Panda side, is identical to the 1995 10 Yuan Large Date 
coin. On the obverse, or date side, an inscription that identifies the Expo was 
added. 



The 1995 Beijing Expo Panda is the first Panda coin issued to 

commemorate an event. 


The new style harmonizes the current year Panda design with that of the 
commemorative coins. It would soon become the standard. Two such silver coins 
were struck in 1996: the 10 Yuan 9th Asian International Philatelic Exposition and 
the 10 Yuan 1996 Beijing International Coin Expo. The Beijing coin is especially 
interesting as it is the first Panda with a small gold inset called a privy mark. 

In 1997 there were four more new style silver coins minted: the 10 Yuan China 
Year of Tourism (“Visit China”), the 10 Yuan Shanghai International Stamp and 
Coin Expo, the 10 Yuan Founding of ChongQing Municiaplity, and the 5 Yuan 
Hong Kong International Convention. 1997 was also the final year for Mint- 
sponsored Panda medals; a pair of gold and silver medals for the Munich 
International Coin Show. 

The reaction of collectors to this new style has been mixed. Some of the coins 
have attracted strong interest due to their scarcity. Others, however, are among 
the most overlooked coins in the entire Panda series. In particular a market for the 
100 Yuan % oz. gold commemorative Pandas has not yet developed. 

Examples of popular 10 Yuan silver coins are the 1995 and 1996 Beijing Pandas, 
the 1997 “Visit China,” the 2007 Xi’an City Commercial Bank, the 20th 
Anniversary of China CITIC Bank and the 2008 100th Anniversary of Beijing 
Banknote. 

The 1997 “Visit China” or “Year of Tourism” is a moderately priced coin that is well 
worth a look. It’s usually seen with a dull, unattractive luster but can occasionally 
be found with beautiful mirrored fields. 



The 1997 and 1998 5 Yuan Hong Kong International Convention coins are neither 
expensive nor common. They are typically well-struck, have beautiful designs and 
are quite enjoyable. Which is something that can be said for all the 
commemorative Pandas.

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Conservation Showcase: Mexico 
1809M0 8 Real

Residue indicative of burial in soil was carefully removed from this historical coin. 


Many historical coins also show a 
history of their own in the form of 
residues. This large silver Mexico 
1809Mo 8 Real arrived at NCS 
covered in thick copious amounts of 
a brown residue. These kinds of 
residues are often indicative of burial 
in soil. Also quite often coins 
sporting this kind of residue will have 
corrosion of surface metal under that 
residue. 

Meticulous removal of the brown 
residues on this coin resulted in an 8 
Reals coin relatively free from 
damage caused by the elements. 
This lucky coin was able to grade 
numerically with NGC following the 
conservation work.

Auction Sees Impressive Prices 
Realized

The April 2014 Hong Kong Showcase Auction fetched more than $7 million by the 
end of the event. 

[IRVINE, Calif.] - The Stack’s Bowers Galleries April 2014 Hong Kong Showcase 
Auction drew the attention of astute numismatists from across the globe. Over $7 
million worth of rare coins, banknotes and other Asian numismatic items have 
found new homes. 

Since the company’s first Hong Kong auction in December 2010, Stack’s Bowers 
Galleries has offered some of the finest collections and holdings of Asian 
numismatic items to reach the market. The April 2014 Hong Kong Showcase 
Auction did not disappoint in this regard, as it featured The Craig Collection and 
The Arthur Cox Collection of Ferracute Company Archive Materials, among other 
important collections and consignments. 

There were many highlights of the sale, but the top price went to lot 31488, an 
extremely rare 1949 Kweichow 50 Cent with the “Greek border” design, which 
realized $358,500 — more than double the high estimate. The following lot, a 20 
Cent from the same series, realized $334,600 after much spirited bidding. Both 
coins were NGC-certified, AU 58 and MS 61 respectively, and boasted superb 
pedigrees. A 1920 Yuan Shih-kai Dollar struck in gold, ex: Wa She Wong 
Collection and graded MS 64 (NGC), realized $262,900 — almost double what it 
sold for in the Stack’s Bowers Galleries December 2010 Hong Kong Auction. 

“The market for classic Chinese rarities has strengthened, and the prices realized 
show that,” said Kent Ponterio, senior numismatist of world and ancient coins for 
Stack’s Bowers Galleries. An NGC graded MS 62 example in the Stack’s Bowers 




Galleries April 2013 Hong Kong Auction fetched $50,787.50. 


“There were times when there was standing room only during the auction, and to 
Kent’s point, vintage and classic Chinese coins realized extremely strong prices,” 
said Richard Ponterio, executive vice president of Stack’s Bowers Galleries. 

Offered in a separate catalog was an extensive offering of Asian and Chinese 
banknotes anchored by The Ernest A. Ikenberry Collection. Hailing from this 
important property was the top drawing note in the sale, lot 32001 — a Ming 
Dynasty 400 Cash note — likely the only collectible example. The note brought an 
impressive $119,500. Another important rarity, a $100 note from the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia and China, dated September 1, 1927, brought 
$44,812.50.
